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MSI funding increased

(’AO’s report to council last Tuesday, 
but the report itself was anything but 
regular. 

lie brought to council’s attention 
that the Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative (MSI) funding provided to the 
town by the provincial government has 
increased substantially since last year. 

“We got $955,000 from the province 
in 2012, and in 2013 well be getting 
$1,196,000,” said Brown. 

“So it’s an increase of about 25.3 per 
cent. This is unexpected and we were 
very pleased to receive it." 

The extra funding will be going into 
the town’s reserves, he said, noting that 
council and administration deserve 
much of the credit for the raise. 

This is because of the amount of 
work that they have put into lobby¬ 
ing and making grant applications to 


ensure the town gets as much cash as 
possible from both the provincial and 
federal governments, he added. 

“For example, our provincial and 
federal grants have risen front $41 per 
capita in 2003 to $708 per capita in 2011 
- and this is in the age where grants are 
much more difficult to obtain," he said. 

The grants that have particularly 
helped the town are the ones that were 
awarded to fund the north industrial 
stormwater pond, the upper lagoons, 
as well as remediation of the aquatic 
centre, he noted, adding that a myr¬ 
iad of smaller granLs have also been 
obtained by the efforts of town staff. 

Officials have tried to keep a lean 
operation as well, proven by the oper¬ 
ating expenses of the town, he said. 

The town’s operating expenses in 
2011 were $742 per capita, whereas 
the median for other communities of 
similar size was just under $2,300 per 
capita, he noted.

“St) we are actually almost $500 per 
person below the provincial median," 
he stated. 

This means that the town is spending 
less than average, he said. 

“1 think this shows that we are a lean 
operation and that our salaries to staff 
are also below the median. And then at 
the same time our reserves have gone 
from $40 per capita in 2000 to $271 per 
capita today.” 

He mentioned that the town’s long¬ 
term debt load has gone from $1,078 
to $1,860 per capita, but the positive 
part of that is that administration has 
replaced high-interest debt with low- 
interest debt. 

“And it’s also allowed us to have 
projects like Shantz Crossing, the

north industrial stormwater ponds and 
the lagoons, and have in place the 
infrastructure we need to satisfy our 
needs, up to 6,500 people.” 

Brown thinks council should be 
proud of these achievements, espe¬ 
cially when combined with the fact 
that the 2013 budget allowed for a zero 
per cent residential tax increase. 

“Having a zero per cent tax 
increase is something that we’ve 
been trying to achieve for quite 
some time, and I think it’s a reflec¬ 
tion on the increase in our non-resi- 
dential tax base that has allowed us 
to do that," he noted. 

“And hopefully we’ll be able to keep 
that up, now that we’ve got other proj¬ 
ects coming on stream.” 

Mayor Brian Wittal said that at a 
recent meeting with other mayors 


and some reeves, Didsbury was the 
only town that mentioned getting an 
increase in MSI funding. 

“I didn’t hear from a single one of 
then) that had an increase - they were 
all decreased," said Wittal. 

He believes one of the reasons for 
the change is that the census statistics 
from two years ago - reporting an 
increase in Didsbury’s population - 
played a part in the additional funds. 

“If that finally kicked in now, it 


boosted us up. So it’s nice to see, and 
as was mentioned (at council) those 
additional funds that we hadn’t allo¬ 
cated for in our budget will be heading 
to reserves so that we have those there 
for future use.” 

He said the money may be used to 
pay down debt, but said it is more 
likely that council will try to use it 
as leverage for matching grants from 
the federal ami provincial govern¬ 
ments.

23 Street sidewalk put on hold

Town council discussed the issue of 
putting a sidewalk on 23 Street south 
of the Lutheran Church last week at 
the regular council meeting. 

“With 23 Street, the subject is should 
we put a sidewalk down there or not," 
said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

The estimates came out to about 
$250,000 for a sidewalk, he noted, but 
the decision came down to the fact 
that with the prospect of sections of 
the street being tom up for utility 
upgrades, installing a sidewalk is not 
the best option right now, he noted. 

He said planning for it in the future 
is still an option, but as it stands, 
the main utility lines under 23 Street 
are going to be upgraded before the 


Fieldstone development on the west 
side of 23 Street near the edge of town 
can take place. 

There is a pathway system in the 
area that people can use instead, so 
council is going to be looking at edu¬ 
cating students and residents as to 
what those pathways are, as well as try 
to keep the pathways clear during the 
winter, he said. 

“They can walk safely through those 
communities using those pathways - as 
opposed to walking on the street itself 
- and then those interconnections are 
definitely there. 

“(The paths) might be a little incon¬ 
venient, as residents may have to jog 
over a half a block or something to stay 
off 23rd, but from a safety perspec¬ 
tive we think that’s worth exploring 
further."

Council voted not to 
hold a byelection to 
replace Coun. Rayburn 
Anderson at the regu¬ 
lar council meeting last 
Tuesday. 

Because of the time 
requirements of holding 
an election, as well as the 
costs, council decided to 
hold off until the October 
election, Wittal noted. 


He added that council 
usually takes either one 
or two months off during 
July and August, mean¬ 
ing the new councillor 
would only be active on 
council for a couple of 
months before the next 
election. 

“It’s really not giv¬ 
ing that individual 
any opportunity to be 
involved at the coun¬ 
cil table honestly that 
would justify us spend¬ 
ing money to put on the 
election," he said. 

Traditionally, the bud¬ 
get for a municipal elec¬ 
tion is about $10,000 and 
while holding a byelec¬ 
tion would not cost quite 
that much, it would not 
be much cheaper either, 
he added. 

“Whether you’re elect¬ 
ing one person or you’re 
electing seven, the pro¬ 
cess is the same, and we 
just don’t think that it 
makes sense to spend 
that kind of money to 
give somebody an oppor¬ 
tunity to sit on coun¬ 
cil for only a couple 
months.”

allowed Alberta, including rural com¬ 
munities, to grow and prosper without 
the heavy financial burdens faced by 
many other jurisdictions. 

Klein will also be remembered as a 
staunch defender of Alberta’s rights on 
the national stage, defending the prov¬ 
ince’s energy and agricultural interests 
to the hilt in showdowns with then- 
prime minister Jean Chretien. 

Yet Klein’s era will also be remem¬ 
bered for controversy. For one, it 
should be remembered that he got the 
province out of debt in large measure 
on the backs of public sector workers, 
who were forced to take massive pay 
cuts as part of Klein’s debt-free agenda. 

And where premiers Manning and 
Ixwgheed spearheaded massive build¬ 
ing programs that saw literally hun¬ 
dreds of schools and many hospitals 
constructed across the province, 
including in West Central Alberta, 
Klein’s era saw no such massive infra¬ 
structure investment. 

When massive flooding struck West 
Central Alberta in 2005, Klein came 
to Sundre and walked with concerned 
citizens along the banks of the flood- 
swollen Bearberry Creek. 

As people come up to him, he time 
and again assured them he would do 
what he could to help meet the chal¬ 
lenges. He didn’t have to come to that 
place at that time, but he did, as any 
good neighbour would. 

And in the end that’s how Ralph 
Klein will probably best be remem¬ 
bered - as an ordinary guy who just 
happened to be one of Alberta’s great¬ 
est premiers.

The death of former premier Ralph 
Klein over the weekend marks both a 
loss for Alberta and the passing of an 
era. 

“A dedicated, outspoken and flam¬ 
boyant individual, Klein left a lasting 
mark on the province, making his pass¬ 
ing a sad occasion for this province,” 
said Premier Alison Redford. 

During his many years at the top 
of political power in Alberta, first as 
Calgary’s mayor and then as a four- 
term premier, Klein was loved and 
loathed by Albertans in every part of 
the province. 

As one of the most controversial and 
outspoken leaders Alberta has ever 
had, Klein must certainly rank with 
Peter Lougheed and Ernest Manning 
as one of the province’s greatest pre¬ 
miers. 

For rural Albertans Klein’s greatest 
impact was probably his decision to 
change the delivery of health care in 
dramatic fashion. 

For decades before Klein became 
premier, health care was overseen at 
the community level by local hospital 
boards, including in Olds, Innisfail, 
Didsbury and Sundre. 

When Klein replaced the local 
boards with regional health authori¬ 
ties, he changed governance and with 
it the delivery of health care for every 
Albertan - a change that continues to 
this day under the authority of Alberta 
Health Services. 

Getting Alberta out of debt was 
another of Klein’s big achievements, 
something that for years afterwards

She 
then remarried Rosco Pyne Munsey, and girls 
were born, June, Jeanette, Shirley. Lawrence 
took all his school 1-12, in various small 
schools in the county. At the young age of 
nineteen, Lawrence joined the Royal 
Canadian Air Force (R.C.A.F.) and became a 
Mechanical Engineer. Fie was posted in 
various places throughout British Columbia. 
Lawrence spent three years in the R.C.A.F. 
After leaving he spent a year at a BC sugar 
factory as a tech. Lawrence relocated back to 
Calgary, Alberta and worked for Canadian 
Pacific Air.

In 
later years he got his own government car and 
that made it easier. Lawrence retired front the 
government in 1970. Buying a farm and dairy 
near Didsbury, he sold his dairy operation and 
leased his farmland, going into only raising 
cattle for the last few years. In 2003, 
Lawrence sold his herd of cattle and farm, 
buying a house in Didsbury, Alberta. 
Lawrence married Edith Garriock in June 
2004, quickly filling the role of Dad, 
Granddad and Great Granddad - a new 
experience for him and he fit it well. In May 
2011, Lawrence moved to the Country Manor 
and Rosefield Centre in Innisfail, Alberta and 
resided there until his passing. Lawrence was 
predeceased by his wife, Edith, three sisters, 
June (2009), Shirley (2010) and Jeanette 
(2011), his Mother (1994) and Father (1923) 
and step father (1967). He leaves to cherish 
his memory five step children Wes (Marylou) 
Garriock and family of Vulcan, Alberta, Don 
(Aria) Garriock and family of Magrath, 
Alberta, John (Ethel) Garriock and family of
